Chinese Government Wants to 


Commence Negotiations 


Tomorrow. 


UNITED STATES 
IS WILLING 


Washiag-toii, Oct. 19.—The Chinese 


government has made a request upon 
Secretary Kay that negotiations be- 
gin tomorrow at Pekin looking to a 
settlement of the Chinese question. 
It is said at the state department 
•that Mr. Conger's instructions are 
sufficient, in breadth to enable him 
to proceed with negotiations tomor- 
row without further orders from the 
department. 


However, as the Chinese counter- 


proposals received yesterday through 
Mr. Conger appear to warrant fur- 
ther instructions from the president 
and Secretary Hay. Mr. Conger will 
be wired today an 
outline of the 


course he is to pursue in furtherancR 
of the plnns already committed to 
his care. 


For obvious reasons the state de- 


partment has decided not to make 
public the text of these supplemen- 
tary instructions 
But it may be 


stated that our government does not 
regard the Chinese tender as suffi- 
cient to meet the necessities of the 
case It is not indicated in what re- 
spect they fall short, the Chinese 
agreeing, according to their note, to 
express regret, admit liability for 
indemnity, and yielding 
anything 


in the way of treaties, in considera- 
tion of the withdrawal of the troops 
and an armistice. 


It is inferred that our objection Is 


based on a lack of guarantees for 
the present safety of American citi- 
zens at the legation in China, as well 
as for the protection of missionary 
and trade interests in the future 
It 


cannot be gathered that the matter 
of the sufficiency o£ the punishments 
to be meted out to the Chinese offend- 
ing officials enter into this objection. 


The alleged edict setting out the 


punishments allotcd to Prince Tunn 
nnd his fellow-conspirators is sur- 
rounded with doubt. 


Mr. Conger lias advised the state 


department that the authenticity of 
the edict is called in 
question in 


Pekin, but nowhere has the state 
department beeii able to secure any 
official statement as to the character 
•of tho edict. 
The state department 


has S3 far made no answer to the 
Chinese proposal 
and, as 
already 


stated, will return

It seemed tiresomo 
and tame for it to content itself with 
the Rockies. 
Why not spread its 


wings over the Philippines? I asked 
myself, and I though it would be a 
real good tiling to do. 


I said to myself: Here are a peo- 


ple who have suffered for three cen- 
turies. 
We can make them as free 


as ourselves, give them a govern- 
ment nnd country of their own, put 
a miniature of the American consti- 
tution afloat in the Pacific, start a 
brand new republic to take its place 
among the free nations of the world. 
It seemed to me 
a great task to 


which we had addressed ourselves, 


But I have thought some more 


since that time, and I have read care- 
fully the treaty of Paris. 
I have 


seen that we do not intend to free, 
but to subject, the people of the Phil- 
ippines. We have gone there to con- 
quer, not to redeem. We have also 
pledged the power of this country 
to maintain and protect the abomin- 
able system established in the Phil- 
ippines by the friars. 


"It seems to me that it should be 


our pleasure and duty to make those 
people free and let them deal with 
their own domestic questions in their 
own way. I am opposed to having 
perialist. I am opposed to having 
the eagle put its talons on any other 
land."
